There is much interest in Mio diplo­ 


matic negotiations in the Balkan cap­ 
itals, the reports from which indicate 
that Servia at last is w illing to cede 
Macedonia to Bulgaria, but that the 
Greek governm ent is now opposing 
any suggestion that she should return 
Kavala, the seaport in the vlllayet of 
Salonika, to Bulgaria.

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Postmaster General 
Talks Parcel Post

Washington, Au#, f) 
"What do 
you want to talk about?” asked th# 
Postmaster General. 
"Politics.” 
"Nothing doing,” said th** post 
master general, cordially. 
"Why not?" 
"I absolutely 
can't, 
won’t 
and 
shan’t talk politics.’’ said Mr. Burl**- 
son. 
"Try something els*'.” 
"All right, but why do they call 
you the politician of the cabinet?” 
"I suppose that is because you 
writing people h a v e to coin catch 
phrases to describe, catalogue, class­ 
ify, and in some degree dramatize 
public men in the public eye. T hat’s 
only my opinion. 
You folks did it 
and ought to know why.” 
"Speaking of politics 
"We aren’t speaking of politics,” 
said the postmaster general. 
“ 
what means this holler in the 
rural districts about restrictions of 
the rural free delivery?” 
The postmaster general had been 
at least half-interested in the papers 
on his desk, but now he swung sh arp ­ 
ly around in his chair. 
Ile removed 
his nose glasses 
probably to save 
them from the heat of th** sudden 
blaze In his eyes. 
"There lins been no restrictions! 
Who says there has been? 
A revi­ 
sion is under way which gives ser­ 
vice to many hundred thousands who 
are entitled to it. but heretofore have 
been denied it. 
This is being done 
without increasing the cost of the 
postal service ami 
without 
taking 
away service from anyone who now 
has it. 
It 
is 
accomplished 
with 
money saved by eliminating waste, 
effort, extravagance, special favors 
and privileges. 
"Just for example: 
Tarts of hun­ 
dreds of rural routes have been trav ­ 
eled daily by two or more rural car­ 
riers. 
There art* cases In which os 
many as six or seven carriers, each 
getting from $1000 to $1200 a year, 
have been going over the same eight 
or ten miles of road. 
Toll!irs! 
This 
vicious duplication of service 
was 
built up through a series of years by 
political Influence. 
By cutting out 
t h e s e duplications we get a balance 
available for service in territory that 
has long deserved it. 
"Do you know what retraces are? 
No. 
Well. I’ll tell you. 
John Smith 
is a wealthy and influential farmer, 
living a half mile from a rural route. 
John uses ills In flu en ce and getH an 
order requiring the rural carrier to 
go the Ii a1 f mile to his gate, deposit 
and collect mail anti return to the 
main road 
a full m i le of extra trav­ 
el. 
Eliminating 26 such half mile 
retraces is equivalent to eliminating 
an unnecessary rural route and spec­ 
ial privilege amounting to $1200 a 
year. 
"Between April I and July IO the 
readjustment of the rural service and 
inauguration of motor vehicles se r ­ 
vice left $621,751 for establishing 
new routes. 
With part of this money 
735 new routes have been put in op­ 
eration. serving 
85,748 
additional 
families, or 428,740 additional per­ 
sons.” 
"What 
of your tight 
with the 
railroads?” 
“ I wouldn’t call it a tight.” 
“ To an Innocent newspaper reader 
it looks 
” 
"No, it isn’t a fight. 
The question 
of railway mall pay is purely and 
solely a business question, to he de­ 
cided on its merits after thorough 
sifting, deliberation and analysis of 
the facts. 
The department 
desires 
to pay a rat#' reasonably compensa­ 
tory to the railroads, taking into con­ 
sideration all of the conditions of the 
service. 
Mails are not a commodity 
of commerce, and hence the question 
of 
whether 
a 
different 
yardstick 
should be applied to them is a de­ 
batable one. 
I have always held 
that while the mails may not be a

tion undoubtedly is; and that when 
the post office needs transportation 
it. should pay a fair prir** for it. 
"However, the department is en­ 
titled to tlif* lowest rate consistent 
with the business equities of the 
ease. 
High cost articles of commerce 
fvhich move in small volume and in 
the exchange of which a large m a r­ 
gin of profit is involved bear high 
transportation charges. 
The malls 
move in large volume, are **asily h a n ­ 
dled, impose little risk on the car­ 
rier and constitute 
a traffic 
Into 
which the element of profit does not 


n f e r at all. 
To pay th #1 roads more 
than a reasonable compensation on 
t h e basis 
I 
babe 
indicated 
would 
amount to levying an indirect tax 
upon the general public for the b e n ­ 


efit of private interest. 
"A painstaking and thorough in­ 
vestigation has been made, running 
over a long period of time. 
The 
tesla of reasonableness 
have

completed, both as to the rates and 
the methods of adjusting pay, and 
the results have fully justified the 
postal authorities 
in resisting 
the 
elafniH of the railroads. 
"The government, as a shipper of 
parcel post, should not be required to 
pay more than is charged other ship­ 
pers for substantially (lie same Her 
vice. 
There have 
been

in ­ 
st .‘luces where (lo* railroads have car 
tied the same matter both as express 
and as mall and have charged almost 
double for It as mall. 
Why should it 
cost the railroads any more to haul a 
given package because It carries the 
government label? 
How does un ex 
press company’s label reduce th** ex­ 
pense to tin* railroad?" 
There being no apparent answer 
to this. the postmaster general was 
asked what th** next step would be. 
“ Largely because of th** opposition 
to the railway mall section, the en­ 
tire post office appropriation bill was 
defeated in th** senate lust winter and 
th * whole question went over to the 
coming congress.” he said. "Needless 
to say. I shall renew my recommenda­ 
tion *»n tie* subject. 
I*' th** railroads 
are sn* cestui In their campaign for 
more pay. It will seriously hamper 
tho proper l"velopnn*nt of the parcel 
post.” 
'rills brought us right up to th** 
postmaster general's favorite 
topic, 
I!** admitted Ii** had taken more p le as 
lire from th** opportunity to build tip 
the parcel post system than from any 
other branrh of bls work. 
It is ap­ 
pa rent . he said, that th** public ap ­ 
p re c ia te th** new s e r v ic e and wants 


it developed to its maximum. 
"Notwithstanding th** business de­ 
pression caused by til** war,” said Mr. 
liurlcHon, ’’th** flow of parcel mall 
has steadily Increased. Au enormous 
traffic has come int** being in little 
more tban two years. 
"The parcel post knits our country 
more closely together. 
It is Hi** far­ 
mer's sole express facility; th** far­ 


m er buys, and to Bom** e x ten t now, 
m ils by mail. Tile Turin-to Tabl** a d ­ 
junct of the parcel post offers the 
city householder the means of o b ­ 
taining better farm produce at lower 
prices, and provides many farmers 
with a new lucrative market. 
"Mere’s something you 
may 
not 
have thought of: 
As a result of the 
parcel post competition, all express 
traffic now moves much more rapidly. 
I realize that 
the 
commercial 
shipper has had grievances. 
Many 
boards of trade have passed rcsolu 
Mons declaring th** present 
postal 
s**r\ Ice lacks features of express ser­ 
vice which for ♦hem ar** absolutely 
Indispensible, such as receipts for 
parcels, lUemnlty 
to un 
unlimited 
amount for loss and damage and so 
on. 
Recently orders 
were 
Issued 
granting th** mails of a parcel the 
privilege of obtaining a receipt on 
payment of on** cent and increasing 
th** Biz** limit from 72 inches to 84 
inches, length and girth combined. 
This will include the standard com­ 
mercial erat**. 
The pick-up C. O. !>. 
postage and further extension of tin* 
size and weight limits will come in 
time.” 
"When do you expect to se e the 
government ownership and p o s t u l ­ 
ation of the telegraph and telephone 
that you ami oilier postmaster gen 
erals have been recommending,’ was 
a final question. 
" T h a t ’s hard to say. 
The control 
and operation of all vehicles for the 
transmission of intelligence should 
be in the hands of th** government. 
The function is specifically reserved 
to the government by the constitu­ 
tion. 
Telegraph and telephone util­ 
ities properly belong to the postal 
service. 
“Whether this question app* als so 
forcibly to the 
public 
imagination 
th a t congress will respond at once, is 
another question. 
Personally, I be 
lleve the time is not far away.”

Is the Italian front. 
That is, it as 
near th** Italian front as you can get. 
And y o u ’re not supposed to b#* h<*re. 
You’ve journeyed from 
Paris to 
Homa, then from Rome to Venice .and 
from Venice to this little Italian 
town. and when you get hero you 
find you’re not welcomed. 
Other nations got 
excited 
when 
their part of th** great war started 
but Italy’s frenzy outdid them all. 
Th** censorship 
in 
Italy 
was 
th** 
strictest; the tie-up of the railroads 
th** completest; th** silence of th** ♦*•! 
egraph th** deepest; the secrecy the 
greatest, and th* abhorrenee of cor 
respondents th* most thorough. 
It's for this latter reason that a 
soldier m e e t s you at the train. 
In 
s o m e way lie has heard you were corn­ 
in:;. 
L ittle dots It matter to him 
that you have traveled thousands of 


miles, that you have spent hundreds 
of dollars and scores of hot dusty 
hours to get t<» this place, 
ills duty 
Is to take you to a certain hotel 
where unwelcome persons ran in* vis­ 
it**! by th*- military pollee and prob­ 
ed. 
When you get to th** hot* I you 
lake the room the hotel man glv**s 
you. 
In a way. you’re a guest; in 
another way you're a prisoner. Lit­ 
tle difference does 
it 
make 
that 
you’re an American and that th** ho­ 
tel m a n ’s brother is a barber in San 
Francisco and that lie's doing well 
there. 
Th** hotel man is under mil­ 
itary rub*, too; lie must give you on** 
of lh** rooms that have been set off 
by th** military authorities for. un 
desirables. 
After you get your baggage into 
your room you <l**el*i" to go out and 
fa**** th** must*’ with the polio**; It’s 
le tte r lo go to them than to have 
then come to you. 
So. In a rattly cab 
you start off I** th** polio*' station. 
It is Sunday evening, at Beveil; the 
streets ar** 
tilled 
with 
soldiers 
hundreds and thousands 
of 
them. 
They go about in groups; they laugh, 
but. mostly, they sing. 
Yoti hear 
natchcR from all th** operas. 
Everybody sings tenor; there are 
scores of Carusos about. 
Th** sold­ 
iers walk through th** st rec (n with 
(loir arms about each other; Italian 
men are great for arni holding and 
hugging. 
The soldiers ar** huge; it is a pick 
d regiment; six footers ar** only a e ­ 
rage. 
Of all iii** gatherings I have 


s e e n on both sides in th** great war 
this gathering at Udine was made up 
of the biggest men I have e v e r s e e n 
in one big group. 
Among t h e s e Ital­ 
ian soldiers, you are in a boydom. 
Your carriage, going through a n a r­ 
row street, passes a moving picture 
theatre which is just emptying itself 
of soldiers; they’re 
shouting 
and 
laughing and gesticulating; you can 
se* hundreds of pairs of hands wav­ 
ing. 
Your carriage comes to a halt; the 
horse is pulling in vain; twenty sol- 
dlers have caught the spokes of the 
hind wheels; th** rear end of the cab 
kicks lip; Hi** s o l d i e r s have lifted It 
into the air; the horse and t In* cab 
and you suddenly 
shoot 
forward; 
thirty giant Italian soldiers ar** push­ 
ing Hit* rig behind Ilk** a 
w h e e l 
liar row. 
Then someone yells: "Oh, 
you American!’’ 
‘American! American! American!” 
runs 
through 
th** 
crowd. 
Then 
someone yells, "Long live the Amer­ 
icans.” 
I ii 
a 
moment 
everybody 
yells it. 
"Three cheers 
for 
New 
York.” yells another, in good New 
York 
English. 
"Long 
live 
New 
York,” yells the army. 
The rear wheels of your carriage 
come down with a thud. 
As you 
drive aw ay you stand up and bo a 
and everybody cheers again for Am­ 
erica. 
You find th** police station closed 
for th** night! 
You’ve come all Mils way to Udine 
with the curtains of your train win­ 
dow closed tight; when you go to the 
hotel you find the wooden shutters 
closed. 
You cannot open them; it’s 
against 
the 
military 
rule. 
You 
can’t open them, even after you’ve 
put your candles out at night. The 
hotel keeper doesn't know why; you 
don’t know why; the only thing is 
you can’t. 
In the morning while you're eat­ 
ing breakfast, with a headache that 
conies from sleeping in a closed room 
on a hot summer night, a huge man 
steps up to your table, hat in hand. 


lie ’s a detective. 
Very 
like 
a 
New York detective. 


" I’m sorry to disturb your break­ 
fast and I’ve given you a chance to 
finish it. 
But now you must come 
to the police station. 


You go. 
The chief of detectives 
meets you at the door. 


"Correspondent?” he says. 
"You 
can't 
Bt ay here. 
You’ve got to go 
back to Rome right away." 


"Rut give me a chance to go and 
see the general,” yon plead.
